The  Cradle  Roll  Department  enrolls  the  babies  from  infan. 
cy  to  four  years  of  age.  In  the  church  there  is  a  small  room 
furnished  as  a  nursery  which  is  used  only  as  a  place  to  keep 
our  babies.

These  combined  keep 
the  child  very  busy  and  usually,  he  does  not  have  time  to  real- 
ize that  he  is  being  kept  away  from  his  mother.
